Another Eastern Oregon pio-

neer has passed to tho beyond.
R. C. George died yesterday
morning at 1 o.clock and the fun-

eral was held this morning, the
services being conducted by Rev.
A. J. Irwin of the Presbyterian
church. Mr. George had been
in declining health for several
months and his two children,
Lynn George and Mrs. Lclali
Millar were with him nt tho end.

Deceased was born in Bonn- -

ville, Cooper county, Missouri,
Jan. 17, 1840, where he remained
until enlisting in the confederate
army. At the close of the war
ho came west and followed min-
